TO CREATE DIVISION AMONG THE PEOPLE. 
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3. COMPLETE AND FRATERNAL UNITY IN WHICH ALL EXPLOITED PEOPLE-

B) CREATION IN SAO TOME AND PRINCIPE OF A SOVEREIGN STATE WHOSE 
POWER EMANATES FROM THE POPULAR WILL: 

C) THE NATION OF SAO TOME AND PRINCIPE WILL HAVE THE INVIOLABLE
